out the affectation of remarkable in- 
duftry or feclufion, he laid in a ftock 
of claflical and general learning, 
which has fince contributed to render 
him one of the brighteft, if not the 
moft fhining ornament of the [rith 
fenate. Inthe year 1780, he was 
called to the Irifh bar; and, like moft 
other gentlemen who came to the bar 
with an independent fortune, did not 
for fome time diftinguifh himfelf by 
either great legal learning or fingular 
induftry in profeffional purfuits. His 
connection, however, with the men 
in power under the marquis of Rock- 
ingham’s adminiftration, procured for 
Mr. Ponfonby the favour and patro- 
nage of the Duke of Portland, on his 
appointment to the vice-rovalty of Ire - 
land, in 1782. Under the aufpices 
of that nobleman,, he was prefented 
with a filk gown, though only a bar- 
rifter of two years ftanding, and at the. 

fame time was appointed firft counfel — 
to the Commiffioners of the Reyenue, 
a place of which the falary and emo- 


lumens together are cftimated at 


about 1200/. per ann. ‘The fyftem 
of government in Ireland is thought _ 
to require, that he, who hodds a place 
equally valuable with that which had 
been conferred on Mr. Ponfonby, 
fhould alfo have a feat in parliament, 
and fupport with his vote at leaft, if 
not. with )is talents, the mealures of 
adminiftration ; 
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adminiftration :—Mr. Ponfonby was 
accordingly brought into the Houfe 
of Commons, and, agreeably to the 
tenure of his office, uniformly voted 
with the minifter, though it mutt be 
acknowledged he dil not exert him- 
felf in the fupport of adminiftration 
in any other way. Indeed, bothasa 
fenator and a lawyer, Mr. Ponfonby 
during this period of his life, may be 
fairly charged with indolence ; he 
was neither affiduous in his profeffio- 
nal bufinefs, nor anxious to evince 
his attachment to his patrons, by any 
fhew of talents or of zeal in his par- 
liamentary character. Always fond 
of the {ports and exereifes of the field, 
the greater part of his time was de- 
yoted to the chace, and thofe convivi- 
al pleafures with which it 1s generally 
followed. 

During the interval between the 
adminiftration of the duke of Port- 
land, which began and ended in 1782, 
and the adminiftration of the marquis 
of Buckingham, which commenced 
in 1788, Mr. Ponfonby continued to 
enjoy his place and his pleafures in 
eafy indolence. ‘The marquis, how- 
ever, who made many patriots court- 
ers, made alfo fome courtiers patri- 
ots:—of thefe latter, Mr. Ponfonby 
was one. ‘The marquis diffniffed him 
from office, and appointed in his place 
Mr. Marcus Berestord. So contider- 
able a diminution as this occafioned 
in Mr. Ponfonby’s income, to which 
his having now got a family, had ra- 
ther made an increafe neceflary, ren- 
dered it incumbent on him jto exert 
himfelf with more vigour than hither- 
to. He now therefore ferioufly be- 
gan to cultivate his profeflion, nor 
was it long before he affumed that 
rank as a lawyer, which his mafcu- 
line and correct underftanding entitled 
him to hold. In alittle time bufinefs 
poured in upon him, with a rapidity 
wach proved how high his character 
for talents ftood withthe public : and 
in parliament too, he now began to 
difplay thofe rare qualifications for 
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debate, which have obtained for him

M. ‘LiscuBetn, director of the 
roval academy of arts at Naples, has 
been for fome years collecting at 
Rome and Naples, all the vafes, re- 
hiets, bufts, and gems, and other 
monuments which appear to repretent 
fubjects taken from Homer. ‘Thefe 
he has either made drawings of him- 
felf, or has had them taken by good 
artifts, and all the heads of Homer’s 
heroes, taken from the moft celebrat- 
ed bufts, along with the other figures, 
have been engraved in a fuperior ftyle 
at Naples, by M. Morghen, engrav- 
et to the king. He has brought the 
whole colleétion with him to Ger- 
many, at Caffel, where he ‘now re- 
fides ; and profeffor Heyne has added 
\ text of critical remarks to accom- 
pany them. 
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RAPHAEL MorRGHEN, of Gen 
man extraction, who 1s confeffed| 
one of the beit engravers in Italy, 
now refides at Florence and there fu.

The government of Hanover have 
purchafed for the ufe of the univerfity 
of Gottingen the aftronomical inftru-. 
ments of Mr. Schraoter, of Lilien- 
thal, in Bremen, who, however, re- 
ferves the ufe of them during his life. 

Mr. SCHERER, who had lately 
been appointed profeflor of chemift 
to the univerfity of Halle, is poing 
to Berlin, as fuperintendant of the 
chemical part of the porcelain manu- 
facture of the barons Eckartftein, 
with an appointment of a thoufand 
rix-dollars a year, and a houfe. 

CHAPTAL has lately difcovered a 
new method of bleacking cotton by 
the vapour of fixedalkali. This has 
been put in practice at an eftablith- 
ment, by C. Bawens, who bleaches 
two or three thoufand ells of cloth 
daily, by ufing only thirty pounds of 
foda, and the work of one man. 

A very curious operation in furgery 
has lately been performed at Paris, 
by Cit. Demours, a celebrated op- 
tician. The patient had for fe- 
veral years fucceflively abjiceffes on 


the tranfparent cornea of the eye, in 


confequence 
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confequence of which the aqueous 
humour was entirely loft, and the 
cornea had become white and opake, 
entirely fo in the right eye, but only 
over five fixths of the left. “Ihe on- 
ly portion of the lattey which remain- 
éd pervious to light was on the upper 
part, and fo high as entirely to prevent 
any ray from paffing thence through 
the pupil to the retina. ‘To remedy 
this, the operation was conceived, of 
cutting an open’ g through the pupil 
oppofite to the luminous part of the 
cornea, Which was accordingly per- 
formed by making a {mall orifice near 
the latter, large enough to introduce 
a very fine pair of feiffors, with 
which a fmall flic was made in the 
itis. However, as this artificial pu- 
il (which is in fact an enlargement 
of the natural) is alfo above the cry{- 
talline lens, and out of the {phere of 
its action, the patient is obliged to ufe 
a very convex glafs m order to read, 
as thofe perfous do from whom the 
cryftalline bumour has been extract- 
edin the ufual manner ; but this he 
only requires when he wants to fee 
with fome accuracy, for he can walk 
the flreets and diitinguith, common 
obje&s perfectly well without alf- 
fiftance. 

The laft enumeration taken of the 
infane confined wm the _ Bicetre, 
amounts to 200, of whom 22 are 
melancholy mad; 14 furious, with 
out delirium; 80 truly maniacal, that 
is, with furious or extravagant deli- 
rium, either conftant or periodical ; 
18 fimply infane ; and 60 iniane to 
idioti{in. 

Dr. Auser® (the gentleman who 
Was commiflioned from the inftitute, 
at Paris, to examine into the merits 
of the Vaccine inoculation, as 
practifed is England) has lately pub- 
lifhed, at Paris, an excellent treatife 
on this fubject, compoled with great 
care, written with much good fenfe; 
and fhewing a very accurate and im- 
partial examination into this intereft- 
ing branch of the healing art. 
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It appears that in France as well 
as here damage have been done to 
fome of the crops, efpecially the oats, 
by the violent rains fucceeding the 
long feries of hot weather. Several 
oat ftacks have taken fire owing to 
the neceflity of putting up wet thofe 
{heaves which wete kept too long on 
the ground for the purpofe getting a 
lite moifture in order to well the 
grain, and make a higher return in 
weight to the farmer. 

A fifth volume of * notices and ex- 
tracts, &c. concerning the manu- 
fcripts contained in the national li- 
brary, has been' lately. publifhed. 
This is a continuation of the four 
volumes publithed by the celebrated 
academy of inicriptions and Belles 
letters under the monarchy. This 
eminent body, in 1785, conceived 
the laudable plan of examining all the 
ancient manuicripts in their own pof- 
fefion, and inthe diftcrent hbraries 
in France, aid named cight of their 
body as a committee tor this purpefe. 
The firtt volume of the Notices et 
Kxvtraits appeared In 1787, and the 
thirdin 1790. The fourth was ready 
for the prefs in 1791, but the con- 
fufion of the times, and efpecially 
the fuppreflion of the. academy in 
1793, delayed its publication for 
fome years. Of late this plan has 
been continued with much zeal by the 
inflitute, and the prefent volume con- 
tains 43 articles concerning various 
Arabic, Perfian, ‘Curkifh, -Mant- 
chew, ‘Tartarian, Greek, Latin, and ' 
French manufcripis, chiefly the work 
of members of the inftitute.. The 
value of the whole collection may be 
conceived by the fact that before the 
revolution it contained more than 
eighty thoufand manuferipts, and it 
has been fince enriched by numer- 
ous coutributions from Belgium, Ita- 
ly, befides many private libraries. 

A chemical fact worth noticing, 
lately occurred to Cit. Cadet. The 
materials for the preparation of ful- 
phuric ether, viz. -olchol and ful- 
phuric 
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phuric acid being mixed together, 
were clofely corked up_in a bottle 
and left untouched in a cool place for 
thirty hours; at the end of this ame 


‘ the bottom of the veffel was found 


covered with beautiful needle-formed 
crvyftals of oxalic acid. 

A, A. Antonto, an Italian phy- 
fician, has madeit known, that he 
has found olive-oilto be a certain re- 
medy forthe fying gout. He gives 
an accountot feveral cafes where the 
difeafe was wholly removed by this 
remedy. The patient having previ- 
oufly taken a cathartic or emetic, 
maft drink, in:the courfe of three 
days, two pounds of olive-oil. Ma- 
roni thinks himfelf from experience 


juftified in afferting, that the rheuma- 


tic flying-gout may be moft quickly, 
eafily, and furely removed by this 
remedy, if ufed according to the 
above method. He likewite found 
it produce the beft effects as an ano- 
dyne, fudorific and purgative. 

Fhe celebrated phyfician and natu- 
ralift Caradori has found from féveral 
experiments which he made with 
fithes, that they, as well as land ani- 
mals, feparate by refpiration oxygen 
from-the air, and cannot live im air 
which has ferved other animals for 
refpiration. He hkewife found, that 
water pofleffes avery great ‘aptitude 
to imbibe from the atmofphere the air 
which ferves fifhes for refpiration.— 
W hen the barometer ftands-very low, 
and confequently the preffure of the 
atmofphere on the water is very fmall, 
the fifhes do not finda fufhcrent quan- 
tity ofairin the water. ‘They there- 
fore rife tothe furface, and inap at 
the air above the water.

and in princely characters, particu- 
larly, his manner wants polifh, and 
his deportment eafe. He has perform- 
ed Macbeth; but we cannot think it 
a character that will by any means add 
to his reputation. . 

20, A gentleman of the faculty 
(of the name of AZoi/ey) made his 
debut at Covent-garden in the part of 
Othello. OF the eéxpreffion of his 
countenance, the difguife did not per- 
mit us to judge : his perfon appeared 
to be genteel, and above the middle 
fve. His action was rather free than 
graceful, oo he trod the ftage 
not without dignity: but whatever 
merits he may poflefs, my were all 
infuficiert to compenfate fora voice 
without volume or compafs, having 
neither modulation for fcenes of pa- 
thos, nor ftrength for declamation.— 
The impreffion it made on us was fi- 
milar to what we fhonld have receiv- 
ed from a perfon enacting Othello in 
afimall parlour, and reftraining his 
voice left he fhould be heard by the 
people overhead. We need only add, 
that though he was not loudly cenfur- 
ed, his reception was fuch as, we 
think, would not encourage him to 
renew the ‘attempt, at leaft in the 
higher walks of tragedy. 

22. Anew pantomime, called, 
‘HARLEQUIN’s Tour; or, THE 
DoMINIon. oF FANcy,’ was pre- 
lented at the above theatre, and was 
received with confiderable applaufe , 
as it combined a number ofhumorous 
incidents, neat transformations, and 
pleafing mufic, with an uncommon 
difplay of fcenic {plendor. 

The fame evening produced a new 
pantomime at Drury-lane theatre, 
called, “ HARLEQUIN AMULET ; 
oR, THe Macic oF Mona,’ 
of which, as it comprifes fomething 
likea ftory, the following account 
may afford amufement. 

_ The pantomime commences with a 
view of a fubterraneous temple, where 
feveral Welth bards take refuge to 
evade the machinations ef Morcar,

the evil genius of the racee Morcar 
being perceived through an m oper. 
in the caftle, the affrighted bards take 
flight, except their chief, who, ger 
{trating himfelf, invokes the aid of 
their patron. ‘The violent ftorm that 
rages is now afluaged, and Iris ap- 
pears defcending on thearch ofa rain- 
bow, from which fhe alights on the 
ftage. She waves her fearf, a bright 
cloud appears, and harlequin defcends 
to the earth, with his merry attendant 
punch, Iris gives~a talifman to har- 
lequin; whom ihe informs, that 
Columbine, on feeing him, will quit 
her father’s houfe and follow his for- 
tunes. 

Morcar, who is introduced on 2 
dragon (a very ingenious: piece of 
mechanifm), apprifed of harlequin’s 
approach, lightshis wand with ma- 
gic fire, which is foon extinguifhed 
by harlequin. Morcar departs, and 
harlequin is provided with armour by 
his.man Punch. Punch is next in- 
troduced by pantaloon to columbine, 
with whom he falls defperately in love. 
The perfeverance of punch, and the 
tricks practifed againft him by harle~ 
quin, produce much pantomimic 
merriment, that ends in the penitence 
of Punch, and the forgiveneis of har- 
lequin. 

Columbine, being releafed from 
her father, departs from an ifland ina 
vefiel provided by fifhermen. The 
departure of the lovers affords oppor- 
tunity for a fine view of the fea.— 
Pantaloon and his afflociates purfue 
the lovers in another veffel, but this 


they cannot navigate, in confequence 
of the magic interference of harlequin. , 


The latter next ftrikes a rock, out of 
which fprings a lighthoufe, and the 
lovers make the fhore. 
Harlequin and columbine are ftill 
clofely purfued. Pantaloon and his affo- 
ciates are petrified, on perceiving two 
figures arife out of a rock by the magic 
of the talifman. ‘Chey are now releaied 
by Morcar. Harlequin is again in 
jeopardy by the arts of Morcar, whe 
twikks 
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twifts round his body a tremendous 
fnake. ‘The genius of the talifman 
releafes him, who 1s difcovered feated 
on acloud, with a rainbow at a dil- 
tance ; and the enemies of the lovers 
are finally fubdued. 

‘The laft fcene reprefents a gothic 
hall, enriched with wreaths iF he: 4 
banners, trophies, and ftatues. ‘The 
latter, by the magic of the talifman, 
defcend from. their pedeilals, and 
performa warlike dance. ‘The dil 
tance then opens, and exhibits a mov- 
ing panorama of the moft magnifi- 
cent buildings in London. A brilli- 
ant rainbow appears, a grand procef- 
fon enters in celebration of St. Da- 
vid’s day, harlequin and columbine 
are united, andthe piece concludes. 

Pantomimes are always better fuit- 
od tothe eye than the vase, 
and in this light the prefent may 
confidered as poflefling much merit. 
The mechanifm of the dragon and 
fnakes is extremely ingenious; and 
Mr. Byrne (as harlequin) exhibited a 
new andaftonifhing feat of agility, 
in running up the perpendicular front 
and over the top of a houfe in fo ra- 
pid a manner, as to render 1t impofhi- 
ble to detect the means by which it 
was accomplifhed. 

The pantomime has been performed 
almoft every night iince, and attracts 
large audiences. 

Jan. 3. King Lear was revived 
by the good tafle of the acting ma- 
nager, and ina ftyle that does the 
houfe and the performers great credit, 
‘The crowdedbenches that tt has fiance 
attracted will probably induce the xe- 
vival of other fterling productions of 
the Briufhdrama. ‘Lhe fenfible and 
thinking part of the public have, cer- 
tainly, a juft right to expect to be en- 
tertained, as wellas thofe who prefer 
mere found and fpeétacle.

and difinterefted virtue of Don Hen- | 
For fome time he dfcharged, his 
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duty towards his nephew with fide- 
lity and tendernefs ; but at length the 
demon entered his heart, and he be- 
gan to permit higrfelf to dwell wth 
pleafure on the idea of the vaft ac- 
efhon which would be made to his 
eftate by the death of his brother’s 
fon. Frotn contemplating this allur- 
ing profpect, he foon proceeded to 
wifh for the event which would put 
him in poffeffion of fo much wealth, 
and, from wifhing, to confider whe- 
ther means might not be devifed to 
procure it with fufficient. fecrecy to 
prevent any fufpicion of: the real 
caufe.

“HE houfe, in a committes of privileges, 
heard counfelon the claim of the Powis 
peerage, after which the lord chancellor moved, 
thot the claimant be obliged to produce evidence 
concerning the pedigree of the family of the earl 
of Worcefter, a branch in which this peerage 
was fuppofed to have exitted. ‘The houfe divided, 
fox the motion, 73 againft it, 4. The farther 
confideration was putoff till Tuefday fe’nnight. 
20.1] Several bills were forwarded in their ref- 
pective flages, and the royal affent was given by 
cormi ion to the lottery bill, the income amend- 
ed bill, and to 65 private bills. ' 

24.] Theunion bill was received from the 
commons, and read a firft time. The houfe then 
after fome obfervations from lord Holland, and a 
reoly from lord Grenville, was ordered to be fum- 
r oned on Thurfday next. 

25.] Read a third ume, and paffed, the bill 
for allowing bakers to fell bread, not twenty-four 
howrs baked, to foldiers. 

On the motion of lord Grenville, a mefiage 
was fent to the commons, requiring the exempli- 
fication aét. that paffed the great feal of Ireland, 
for regulating the reprefentation of that kingdom 
in the imperial parliament 3 which being prefent- 
ed, : 

Lord Greaville moved that it be laid on the 
table, which was doneaccordingly. 

26.] The duke of Bedford, after expatiating 
on the importance of general inclofures, as they 
related to the improvement of agriculture, and 
defirous that they fhould be generally known, 
moved, that the refolutions adopted by the com- 
mons, and lately communicated to their lordthips, 
thould be printed. —Ordered. 

Lord Grenville brought up a meffage from the 
king on the convention with the prince of Orange, 
concerning the navy and the army furrendered to 
this country. 

27.] ‘The union bill went through a commit- 
tee, on the motion of the duke of Portland, and 
om report was ordered to be brought up on Mon- 

ay. ; 

30.] The royal affent was given by commifli- 
on to the bill for permitting brewers and diftillers 
toufefugar inftead of malt, in the making of 
fpirits and beer, to the kid kin bill, to that for 
permitting the ufe of horfe hides in the manu- 
facturing of fhoes and boots, and to feveral pri- 
Vate bills, 

July 2.] The bill for repealing the duties on 
ptrtumeries, and the duties of licences for vend- 
ing the fame, was read a third time and pafi- 

ed. 
_ Athalf paft three o’clock his majefty arrived 
in flete, and che royal affen; was given to the bill 
February, 1801. 
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for incorporating the legiflative and eommerciag 
union between Great Britain and Ireland. 

3-] Lord Holland gave notice, that on Wed 
nefday next he fhould move their lordfhips for an 
addrefs to the king, praying his majefty to ftop 
the effufion of human blood, and ceafe the fure 
ther profecution of the war. 

7.] Lord Hawkefbury, attended by feveral 
members, prefented the floar and bread compa- 
ny bill from the commons, which was forthwith 
read a firft time, and ordered to be printed for the 
ufe of their lordthips.

difficulties which have attended thisarduous (trug. 
gle, the fecurity of the Britifh empire bas in 
many retpeéts beef materially frengthened, its 
power confolidated, and its refources increafed.ws 
The {plendid and decifive fuccefs to which the 
late hoftilities in India were conduéted by the 
blefling of providence upon the joint exertionsof 
Wifiom and vigour in council, and of fkill and 
galiantry in the field, have neceilarily led to new 
and extenfive regu'ations. ‘The meafure, which 
has been accordingly adop'ed, your commons 
earneftiy hope will have the effe&t of affording to 
this country all the advantages which can be de. 
rived from thofe valuable poffeffions, and of in- 
furing to the native inhabitants the full benefit of 
Britith ‘uperintendance and proteétion. 

‘* But to no procecdingsy by which their at. 
tention has been engaged, can your commons 
recur with flronger fentiments of fatisfa€tion and 
confidence, than to thofe which have contributed 
to the great and important arrangement by which 
your majefty’s fubje€ts in Great Britain and Ire- 
land, will henteforth conftitute one people, actu- 
ated by the fame views, connected by the (ame 
interefts, and governed by the fame laws. in 
contemplaing this meafure, and the profpett 
which it happily prefents, your commons cannot 
fail to be animated by a well-founded hope, the 
moft congenial to your majefty’s benevolent mind, 
that the united kingdom may ever prefent to the 
world the example of a free and powerful people, 
delirous and determined to employ their combined 
{trength and refources forno other purpafes than 
thofe which are conne€ted with their own honour 
and fecurity ; and toprove, by the moderation 
and juftice of their councils and conduct, that 
they are not altogether unworthy of the bleifiogs 
they may enjoy.”

Sir G. Heathcote faid, that for thefe laft fix 
years there was nothing echoed about, at every 
circumftance, but the crime of adultery, as if it 
were either novel in its nature, or more ferious or 
afflicting now in its tendency, than at any other 
period of the hiftory of the world. If adultery 
had increafed, that proceeded from the fame 
caufe by which the country had increafed in prof- 
perity. It had proceeded from 2 vaft and almoft 
unlimited influxofwealth from all parts of the 
habitable globes———and he did not fee or 
know how it could be better prevented than 
by leaving it to the laws alieady in force againft 
at. The bill before the houfe profeffed to prevent 
adultery, whilftat the fame time it adopts a dif- 
ferent principle, by an extenfion of punithments 
On its guilty aggreffors. From this contradictory 
concuct and fenfe, in which he viewed it, he 
mutt perfevere in his determined refolution to op- 
pofe it in every ftagr. 

Mr. Erfkine declared his with, that the bi]l! 
fhould gointo acommittee. It claimed the mot 
grave and ferious attention of the houfe, and he 
trufted it would not belightly treated on that ace 
count. The moral fyftem of our polity required 
regard towards it, and the public duty of every 
individual in that houfe was urgently demanded in 
its difeuffion. His motive was to defend the 
country from defamation, that he took part in 
the meafure ; and that foreign nations thou!d not 
compare their virtues. with thofe of England, and 
fay, * We have laws to punith fuch a crime, Eng- 
land has none,” His object, therefore, was to 
brand adultery as acrime, and to give it a proper 
place inour criminal code. ‘The hon. and learned 
gentleman then drew a very lively defcription of 
the offiictions attached to the perpetration of this 
crime, and faid, he fupported the bill from‘every 
principle of veafon, juftice, civil policy, and hu- 
mMity, 

Mr, Angelo Taylor was certain that the objeét 
profetied by the bill would not be accomplithed by 
the enacting claufes it contained. At the fame 
time he was ready to admit that this was an of- 
fence highly injurious to focicty ; but ftill it was 
not without its.accordant punifhment. He was 
doubtful, now that adultery was fo muchthe to- 
pic of confideration, whether fedudtion, both in 
its nature and in its effeéts was not acrime of in- 
finitely greater magnitude> He emphatically 
afked, whether the feduction, proftitution, and 
everlafting ruin of a beloved daughter, by the 
man, perhaps, who had heen received into the 
bofom of an open, hofpitable, and generous fa- 
mily, was notan offence, both againft God and 
man, of asblacka nature as adultery, or any 
other that could be committed to deftroy domettic 

eace? Forthefe, among many other reaions, 
he fhould oppofe the bill. 

Sir William Scott, the attorney general, fix 
Francis Burdett Jones, fir Ralph Milbanke, Mr. 
Baftard, and Mr. Sheridan, fpoke againft the 
bill : the mafter or the rolls, Mr. Wilberforce, 
colonel Ilford, and fir Gregory Page Turner, for 
it.

Mr. Weftern, purfusant to his notice, 
and fuid, that atacrifis like this it was not 
ming to prorogue parliament, particularly 
when circumftances of fuch importance were 
hourly occuring. At the beginning of this year 
a new era of the war occurred, a new govern- 
ment took place in France, and new overtures 
were nade (3 miniiters here by that goyernment ;

from the fame government, at a moment when 
the people were groaning under a {pecies: of taxa- 
tion hitherto unknown ta the annals of finance, 
and a fcarcity of the neceffuries of life hither un-~ 
experienced in Eyrope. He adverted to the fe- 
yeral caufes of continuing the war as advanced by 
miniiters, and glanced at the moderate ufe Bona- 
parte made of his acquired authority ; and ap- 
plying the variation of the one to the ‘certainty of 
the other, contended that we were bound either 
to change our reafon for the continuance of the 
war, or to make peace with that great’ man. In 
his opinion every power of Europe would be arm- 
ed, cither as open enemies, Or in a ftate of mutue- 
al allisnce againft us, to avert which an opportu. 
nity now prefented itfelf, which, if loft, might 
newer be regained, and he trufted and hoped it 
would not be reje@tad. He then moved, ** That 
the houfe do refolve itfeif into a committee, to 
confider the ftate of the nation.”’ | 

Mr. Wilberforce was again(t minilters implicit- 
ly confenting to fuch a motion, whereby they 
wou'd be expofed to the neceflity of laying open 
the whole fyftem of the plan of the executive 
government, and commit not only themfelves to 
the worldat large, but to the enemies of this 
country in particular. 

Mr. Sheridan faid, that this moment was one 
in which the peaple of England, by their repre- 
fen'atives in parliament, fhould diligently and 
carefully look into the public affairs, and if, up- 
on that infpection, it fhould appear to be neceffa-

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FRANCE. 
HE vwiétories of the French generals Mo- 
teau and Brane, during the laft moath of 
the 6th century, have, in all probability, be- 
fore this time produced a peace. An opimion pre- 
wails that, prelitainaries have been actually fign- 
ed; for it feems that Schimme!lpenninck, the 
Dutch ambaffador at Paris, in fome late difpatch- 
es to his government, ftated, that general Mo- 
reau, in reply to the fic propofal of the arch- 
duke for a new armiftice, anfwered, that hoitili- 
ties were not to ceafe till the preliminaries were 
actually figned. As an armiftice, therefore, was 
concluded on the ath of December, it is hence 
inferred, that the preliminaries of peace were 
figned at the fame moment. 
The following have been the principal move- 
ments of the hoftile armies: 
it was on the 27th of November that Moreau 
iffued his proclamation at Munich, announcing 
the intended renewal of hoftilities on the fol 
lowing day. On the 28th he moved his head 
quarters to Ampfin, and feveral fkirmithes took 
place between the advanced pofts of the hoftile 
armies 5 the Auilrians, however, retired behind

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the Inn, leaving garrifons to defend the bridge- 
heads at Kraburg, Waffeuburg, and Muhldorff. 
Towards night the French approached the Inn, 
On the 29th Moreau took Wafferburg by affault, 
after a very fevere action, in which the Auftrians 
loft, in killed, wounded, and prifoners, about 
400 men.

He 
led the pioneers of the grenadiers to the tracks 
of the road which were effated by {now and an 
impetuous wind, He himfelf fet the example of 
working toopen the path. The moft terrible 
weather could not prevent him from advancing. -= 


' He paffed on the 6th of December, with bis 


aid-de-camp and ftaff. His efcort opened the 
march. The path was again covered, and his 
grenadiers finking in the fnow began to bélieve 
that it was impoflible to proceed farther, when 
the general, advancing at their head, founded 
himlelf the road, which was entirely loft (the 
{now had covered all the poles that were fet up 
fot marks) and animating all who heard him by his 
example, he fucceeded in condu€ting all who fol- 
lowed his fteps to the hofpital. 

After the fatal battle of Hohenlinden on the 
gd of December, Moreau’s army continues to 
advance, and having at length pafled the barrier 
of the inn, driving before them all the Auftrian 
corps, on the 16th fixed the head- quarters at Saltz- 
burg. Onthe fame day Richepanfe, with the 


’ Teft divifion of the French army, purfued the 


imperialifts along the road to Lintz, and entered 
Neumark, the laft poft of Bavariaon the fronti- 
ersof the hereditary ftates. The archduke John, 
whofe head quarters thei removed to Braunau on 
the lower !no, was by this manceuvre cut off from 
all communication with the Auftrian commander 
in the Tyrol, which country was now threatened 
on the north. fide by Lecourbe, on the weft by 
Moilitér, and on the fouth-weft by Macdonald, 
who was mafter of both banks of the upper Inn, 
of the upper Engadine, and of the valley of the 
Addo in the Valtelioe, with well-eftablifhed com- 
Munications between ali his.divifiohs. On the 
17th the Auftrians removed their head-quarters 
to Schwanftade, and the archduke Charles, join- 
ing\he army the fame day, endeavoured to take 
a rong pofition behind the river Trauo, witha 
view to cefenfive meafures: but this he was not 
able to accomplith before Morcau’s army in five 
divifions, approached feverally, commanded by 
Legrind, Grandjean, Richepanfe, Decaen, and 
Grouchy. Onthe 18th Richepanfe, with the. 
aivanced guard, attacked the rearof the imperi- 
alifts in a rong pofition near Vockbruc, and de- 
feated them, taking 1000 prifoners (600 of 
which were cavalry) with general Lopez, their 
commander. The Auftrians, retiring, on the 19th, 
endeavoured to make a ftand on the heights of 
Lambach ; but Richepaofe again defeated their 
rear-guard, drove them into the defiles of Lam- 

h with gréat 160%, and the imperial affpy re- 
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treated to Lintz, within 92 miles of Vienna, 
‘The French continued to advance, and on the 20th 
fixed their head-quarters at Wels. Moreau now 
formed his army in three columns, of which 
the right, under Lecourbe, made for the moun- 
tains, fouth of Steyr on the Ens; the centre, 
commanded by Moréau himfelf, fet out for Steyr ; 
and the left, under Grenier, which had marched 
along the fouth banks of the Danube, and forced 
the Apftrians to retreat from Lintz, acrofs the 
river, proceeded on the high road from Lintg to- 
wards Vienna. Onthe 24th Richepanfe, with 
the advanced guard of the centre calumn, enter- 
ed Steyr, in which he found 17 pieces of cannon, 
and made 4600 prifoners. On the 25th, the 
French were proceeding onward to the next river, 
the Erlaph, and the Auffrians were retiring be- 
hind the Trafen, the laft river of any note with- 
in so miles of Vienna, when, in the evening of 
that day, an officer arrived at the head-quarters 
of Moreati, from the archduke Charles, bringing 
propofals for-a new armiftice, and announcing that 
the emperor had fént a courier to count Cobent- 
zel at Luneville,-.with direétions to fign a peace.—— 
This new armiftite has been purchafed ata ver 
high price indeed ; for the French are putin vote 
feffion of the forts of Kuffstein, Scharnitz, and 
the other points of fortification in the -Tyrol; 
the defilesof Fientlermuntz, and Nauder, with 
the fortrefs of Wurtzburg Franconia, and 
Brannau on the lowerInn. ‘The armiftice which 
is for go days, with 15 days notice of rupture, 
extends to the Gallo-Batavian army in Franconia 
and by it the emperor has affigned to the French 
a triangular portion ofterritory, whofe bafe will 
reft on Chiavenna and Wurtzburg, and whofe 
point will be at Leoben and Pachiarn on the 
Danube, within 17 leagues of Vienna, 

It appears by a difpatch from general Brune, 
dated the 17th of December, thatthe campaiga 
had at laft been ferioufly opened in Italy ; hehad 
not waited to turn the line of the Mincio but ate 
tacked it in front. On the 27th the French made 
a vigorous attack upon the Auftrian pofitions on 
the Mincio; the lofs of the Auftrians amounts 
to twenty-four pieces of cannon, aid to more 
than 12,000 men, of whom 8000are prifoners. 
The paffage, after a defparate engagement, wis 
carried at Monzanbatio and Molino, Thefe pla- 
ces are between the Lake di Garda and Mantua, 
lying nearer to the former. -On the 29cth, at 
one in the morning, the hedd-quarters were at 
Valegio, on the leftbank. The French army is 
ftated in the official communication to the legifla- 
tive body, to be éngaged in the blockade of Man- 
tua, It is evident that much lofs mult have been. 
fuftained on both fides and a great number of fu- 
perior officers are faid to have been wounded on 
the fide of the French. From Bruné’a difpateh, 
it appears that he intended to renew the battle 
the next day. Ithas fince appeared that general 
Brune was as good as his word, for that on the 
27th another dreadful battle was fought, which 
ended in the defeat of the Auftrians under gene- 
ral Bellegarde, who in thefe two days Joft 17,000 
men, and 28 pieces of cannon, which, added to 
40,000 men, and 140 me rg tot in Ger- 
many, makes a melancholy Yotal of 67,000 men 


Q (killed, 
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(killed, wounded, ortaken prifoners) and 168 
ieces of cannon, within little more than amonth; 
Moreau having re-commenced hoftilities on the 

28th of November. Purfuing their advantages, 
the French on the firft of January croffed the 
Adige at Bucelingo, forced the Autftrians to eva- 
cuate Corona and Verona, invefied Pefchiera, 
blockaded Mantua, and were preparing on the 3d 
to befiege Porto Legnage, on the road to Padua. 
The imperialifts retreated towords Vicenza; but 
when the laft accounts came away, the republican 
general Rochambecau, who, doubling the upper 
point of the Lake di Garda, had pafled the Adige 
below Rovetedo, was preparing to harafs the 
right wing of the Auftrian army in its retrograde 
movements. 

The chief conful ftates the principles on which 
he ats, in the following words: ‘ The left 
bank of the Rhine fhall be she boundary of the 
French republic: the makes no pretention to the 
right bank. ‘The intereft of Europe does not 
permit the emperor to pafs the Adige. The in- 
dependence of the Melwetic and Batavian republic 
thall be enfured and guarantied. Our viétories add 
nothing to the pretenfions of the French people.— 
Auftria ought not expe& from her defeats what 
fhe would not have obtained from her victories. — 
Such are the invariable intentions of the govern- 
ment. Thewelfare of France thall be to reftore 
wanquility to Germany and Italy: her glory to 
deliver the continent from the avaricious and def- 
truétive genius of England.” 

The imperial family were fully prepared to fet 
out for Offen, efcorted by a party of the life- 
guards. The gallery of paintings, the imperial 
treafury, and the city treafury, containing 
¥2,000,c00 in {pecie, were likewife about to be 


removed from the capital, whea the archduke 


Charles artived at Vienna very Gnexpectedly at 
tea inthe morning of the 27th of December, 
bringing the confolatory intelligence of his having 
concluded an armiftice of thirty days with gene- 
ral Moreau. 

In Paris anew and extraordinary attempt has 
been made for the deftru€tion of Bonaparte, in 
his way to the opera on Chriftmas-eve, A {mall 
waggon, it feems, inclofing a concealed machine, 
wat placed in a ftreet through which he was to 
pafs, and was intended to obftruct his carriage, 
fo as to give opportunity, for the confpirators to 
effet heir parpofe. By fome dexterity in the 
conful's coachman, or i, the derangement of the 
machine, the latter did not operate till a few fe- 
conds after the conful had pafled ; it fuddenly 
exploded, killed five perfons, and dreadfully

chat is, by the troops of fir Ralph at Alexandria ; 
by general Craig (with aconfidergble detachment 
fom the Bombay army) on the fide of Suez ; and 
from the defert by the Turkifh army under the 
command of the grand vizier. —The fix French 
frigates which have lately arrived at ‘the Mauriti- 
us from Europe, it i conjecturec by fome, have 
troops and ftores on board tor the army of general 
Menou in Egypt, which itisintended to land at 
Suet. 

Several veflels here arrived in France from 
Egypt. They completed their. voyage from Alex- 
andria to Toulon in 18 days, having left Alexan- 
dria the 7th and arrivedat Toulon the 25th of 
December. 

Thé Apollo, lately arrived from India, after a 
remarkably quick paflage, brought the particulars 
to government of an unfuccefsful attempt made 
by colonel Murray and a detachment of the 84th 
regiment to make/a landing at Suez. " A promife 
of extenfive co-operation had been made by the 
Scherif of Medina; in confequence of which 
colenel Murray, with a body of between 4 and 
soc men, failed from India, and was conducted 
up the red fea by fome vetiels of commodore 
Blanket’s fquadron, The Scherif of Medina 
was fo far faithful. to his engagement, that he 
joined the Englithin perfon, but with a force fo 
inadequate, that their attempt to make good a 
Janding totally failed. After the lofsof a great 
number of the Scherif’s followers, it was judged 
expedient to re-embark, and leave the French in 
potfeffion. 

RUSSIAy SWEDEN, AND DENMARK. 

The northern confederacy of Ruffia, Sweden, 
and Denmark, has atlength. we have every reae 
for to fuppofe, beenfcompletely organized : Pruf- 
fia does not appear at prefent to have acceded. 
The property of the Britifh merchants in the 
different Ruffian ports has been actually confil- 
cated ; and a proclamation iflued, containing the 
mode by which it is to be converted into cath, 
and the purpofes to which fuch cafh is to be ap- 
pled. This is a fpecies.of attack upon the 
rights of individuals, fcandaloss and difgraceful

The parliae 
ment of the united kingdom of Great Br.* ain and 
Ireland was then by his majefty’s command ap- 
pointed to affembie on the 22d of January, r$07¢ 
preparatory to which meeting, the members of 
the privy council have been re-fworn: the grest 
feal, the ftate purfe, the national colours and 
coin, and every other article bearing the royal 
arms, or enfigns armorial, have undergone, or 
are about to undergo, a material change in that 
particular, as well as his majefty’s flile and titles. |

The fedition bills have 
expired, and public meetings may be more freely 
held; but no body of people feem inclined to 
move.

SAILING OF A FRENCH SQUADRON. 


Difpatches were yefterday morning received at 
the admiralty, containing advice of the French 
fquadron, which had failed from Breft, having, on 
the 2gth ult. been feen off cape Finifterre, His 
majeity’s thip Immortalite, of 36 guns, fell in 
withthe enemy on the aeove day, in lat. 46. fo. 
jong. 8. o, at which time all the thips were much 
difabled in their fails, from a gale of wind which 
was then breaking up. The Immortalite loft 
fight of them gn the 26th, in lat. 43- 20. 
long. 10, and immediately fleered her courfle for 
Auton. On the fame night, or early on the 
following morning, his majecfty’s thip La Cen- 
Corde, of 36 guns, alfo fell in with the enemy, 
48 Mentioned in our lait.

G. Ithas been ftated, that difagreements 
had taken place in the cabinet, upon the fubject 
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of: Catholic emancipation. Thefe difagreements 
have produced a change of. adminiftration, and 
Mr. Pitt, Mr. Dundas, lord Grenville, . earl 
Spencer, and Mr. Windham, have actually re-~ 
figned. It was thefe diflentions that occafoned 
the delav of the king's fpeech, Some of the 
cabinet minifters thought that the fubje€t of ca- 
tholic emancipation fhould be alluded to; others 
were of a different opinion. It was finally fet- 
tled that no reference fhould be made to the fub- 
jet. But Mr. Pitt and hig friends, together 
with lord Caftlereagh, were (trenvoufly of opi- 
nion that all teftraints with refpect to religious 
opinions fhould be done away, and it was known 
that’many of the perfons who fupported the uni- 
on, fupported it under the idea that fuch a mea- 
fure would be among the firft boons granted by 
the imperial parliament. 

Th Portland party and lord Clare differed to- 
tally in opinion with Mr. Pitt and his friends.— 
They thought that the meafure propofed would 
endanger the eltablifhed church, and it was infinu- 
ated that it would be a violation of his majefty’s 
coronation oath, which is as follows t-= 

‘ I promije, to the utmoft of my power, to main« 
tain the laws of God, the true profejffion of the 
Gofpel, and the protefiant reformed religion, efta- 
blifhed by law :,and I will preferve unto tie bifbops 
and clergy of this realm, and to the churches come 
mitted to their charge, all fuch rights and privileges, 
as by law, do, or fhall appertain unto them, or 
any of them.”

The above conviéts were three of the four per- 
fons apprehended by the Sopth Fingal yeomen 
on Killefter-road, the very night the crime was 
committed. The alacrity, and zeal of that corps 
on this occafion, cannot be fufficiently commend- 
ed. All the articles of which Mr. Howard’s 
houfe had been robbed, were found in their pof- 
feffion. 

‘The conviéts were exhorted immediately as 
they were about being launched into eternity, to 
make what little atonement they could to fociety, 
by a full difclofure of their offences: but this 
they pofitively refifted contenting themfelves with 
Geclaring generally * that they had not beea guil- 
ty of murder.” From'‘this it: may be collected 
that the perfon whe fired the fatall hot, is yet to 
fuftain the ftroke of juftice.
